It is the Examiner's position that with respect to each of the constituents, 
Applicant must elect a specific R 1 group, a specific integer for p, a specific integer 
for m, etc. 

Applicant respectfully submits that that requirement is inconsistent with 
MPEP 808.01(a). For example, with respect to selecting a specified R 1 group, 
and assuming Applicant elected that R 1 would be C i0 , clearly if the Examiner 
found the exact formula in the prior art except for the fact that in the prior art 
formula R 1 was Ci 2 , the Examiner would undoubtedly take the position that the 
prior art formula, at the very least, rendered Applicant's claim obvious. As 
pointed out in 808.01(a), "Election of species should not be required between 
claimed species that are considered clearly unpatentable (obvious) over each 
other." Without Applicant admitting that in the above scenario Applicant's claim 
would be obvious, Applicant respectfully submits that the election requirement is 
contrary to the quoted wording of MPEP 808.01 . 

Applicant also respectfully calls the Examiner's attention to pending U.S. 
Application Serial No. 09/890,696 wherein virtually the exact same formula that 
now appears in pending Claim 1 was presented and there was no election of 
species requirement made. 

Furthermore, it is respectfully submitted that the Examiner's proposed 
election requirement would require more extensive searching since the Examiner 
would be required to find prior art that disclosed an exact formula as shown in 
Claim 1 of the pending application wherein each of the groupings was specifically 
identified. Applicant respectfully submits that a search of that detail is an undue 
burden. 
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With respect to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects the claims of 
Group 1, i.e., Claims 1-12 and 25-26 and respectfully requests that the Examiner 
withdraw the election of species requirement.
